Cleveland, Dec. 23.—Dr. Leroy S. 


Chadwick »nd his wife, Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick, were jointly indicted by the 
county grand jury yesterday afternoon 
oil the charge of having forged and ut- 
ter^ a 15,000,000 note signed Andrew 
Carnegie. 


Dr. Chadwick is now on his way to 


Nsw York from Paris and is expected 
to land next Wednesday. An soon as 
lh« indictment wat returned Sheriff 
Barry of this county made arrange- 
ments to secure Clmdwick's extradi- 
tion. Barry will meet the vteauier on 
it* arrival. 


This is the third time that Mri. Chad- 


wick luu been indicted by the county 
fund Jury, but it i« the first instance 
of her buiband'i unme appearing in 
legal proceeding* in the case. The In- 
dictments already returned against 
Mrs. Chadwick are similar to the one 
voted yesterday, except that they cover 
BOtti of »25U,000 and 1500,000 signed 
Andrew Carnegie. 


Mrs. Chadwick. when informed of the 


Action of the grand jury, appeared not 
the least concerned, and only asked if 
any one else had been Indicted, men- 
tioning the name of a person who hag 
figured in the ease to some extent. She 
declined to make any comment, say- 
ing: . 


"It will do me no good to discuss my 


affairs in the newspapers. There has 
been so much misrepresentation that I 
have decided to do no further talking 
and I am also acting on the advice of 
my attorney in this respect." 


The grand jury's action was some- 


what unexpected. It was thought at 
first that its report would be made 
Saturday. Prosecutor Keelcr counted 
on a delay In securing the necessary 
papers for Dr. Chadwick's return and 
feared that the steamship on which 
he is a passenger possibly might arrive 
before they were secured. The vote 
was then taken and toe indictment nv- 
turued. 
Sheriff Barry then arranged 


to. obtain the requisition froin (Governor 
Herriek and will leave Sunday night 
lor Albany to obtain extradition papers 
from Governor Odell. Dr. Cbadwick, 
it Is expected, will not resist returning 
to Cleveland. 


"There are many things which Dr. 


Chadwick will have to explain and I 
hope lie will do so." said Prosecutor 
Keeler. "Dr. and Mrs. Chadwick may 
be tried on the indictment separately 
ov together. 
Each has a right to trial 


singly if it is desired. The jurors will 
finish their work Saturday. The Chad- 
wick Investigation, so far as this jury 
is concerned, is ended. 
But I cannot 


tisy that this concludes our inquiry into 
tins matter. 
It is possible that there 


nuiy be other developments.'1 


The grand jury lias spent more than 


two weeks In its investigation of the 
Cbadwick affair. 
It is understood that 


it was mainly on the testimony of Presi- j 
dent Beckwitli of the Citizens' National j 
bsnk of Obcrlin, which failed recently, 
that the jurors voted to indict Dr. Chad- 
wick. A number of persons whose 
names have frequently 
appeared in 


connection witli the case went before 
the jury at various times to givetesti- 
monv.

"We have had within a few days 


here * meeting of the advocates of 
peace, a meeting designed to promote 
the principle* of arbitration among na- 
tions and with the purpose of that meet- 
ing, with the things saiij and the re- 
•nits which it BO nought to accomplish. 
1 heartily agree and 1 believe all of 
you agree. 


"But after all, the true way toaccom- 


phsh peace among men Is to promote 
Justice among men, good understand- 
ing—for all wars come of misunder- 
standing or injustice, from a failure 
of some one to do his duty to his fel- 
lowmen. 


The only relation that carries the 


possibility of war for this country is 
that declaration and adherence of the 
American people to iuc so-called Mon- 
roe doctrine. 


"There will he no frontal attack on 


the Monroe doctrine. 
The way in 


which the cause of war may arise will 
be, if at nil, liy tne conflict of rights, 
the existence, of right* on the part of 
foreign powers against the American 
n publics and the result of the enforce- 
ment of these rights of foreign powers 
against the American republics com- 
ing into conflict "with this doctrin« 
which we assert for our own safety 
and preservation. 


"We do not undertake to Kay that the 


republics of South and Central Amer- 


• ica are to he relieved of their Interna- 
tional obligations. We do not under- 
take to say that the powers of Europe 
shall not undertake to enforce 
their 


rights against these members of tli« 
sisterhood of nations. It is mily when 
the enforcement of these rights comes 
to the point of taking possession of Iho 
territory that we say that is incon- 
sistent with the peace and safety of the 
United States. We cannot say that 
v.'ith Justice unless we also say that 
the American republics are themselves 
to be just. 


"It is always possible that redress of

And if \ve are to mainrain this doctrine, 
which is vital to our national life and 
its safety, at the same time that we

picturesque, it is extremely filthy and 
unwholesome. Tbe Cubau palm hut 
may be divided luto three classes. TUB 
nrst li fashioned wholly out of the 
•lately royil and other palms; tbe 
«eooud has boards for Its outer walls; 
tbe third is rather more pretentious, 
with some attempt at using plaster, 
brick and stone. All are ouly of oue 
atory, little more than the height of au 
average adult, with a peaked aud slant- 
ing roof. Each hut occupies approxi- 
mately a rectangular space twenty-four 
•to thirty feet deep by thirty-six to 
forty-two loug, and Is situated iu the 
centre of a small plot of ground scaree- 
•ly larger, The Interior is divided luto 
three parts, a sleeping room at one ex- 
tremity, a kitchen at tbe other, aud iu 
between a kind of narrow passageway, 
used as a parlor aud dining-room, open 
in summer but closed iu winter by 
what is Cilledyagua, that is, the bark 
of the royal palm. In the rural dis- 
trlots, the site chosen for the hut Is 
generally ou the brow of some hill or 
eminence -.dose to a brook with a fairly 
constant supply of water. 


Primitive as the construction of tha 


Cubau coujtrymeu's

building of it presents au auirntted 
scene. Assoou as Jbelday dawns, tbe 
picturesque guagiros or peau'iu of 
of the neighborhood, eacn carrylug, 
beside bis machete, a heavy mallet of 
native hard wood, gather at the site 
Chosen, singing iu their nasal twang 
and making a (rightful noise iu joyful 
auticipatioii of the succulent meal of 
suckling pigs which will be served 
later. A number of royal palms, which 
grow to a height of eighty or a hundred 
feet,are felled aud stripped of their bark. 
The trunks are used as posts, beams 
aud rafters, while lighter braucues aud 
reeds resembling oamboos add strength 
to the framework. Strips of palm ba;k 
are iugeuiously sewed together wilu 
the libre of a native plaut, aud firmly 
fasteued around the framework to form 
the four walls of the structure. Wheu 
this is completed, the thatching aud 
covering of tue roof is beguu. 
This 


consists in tightly binding together 
masses of palm bark and leaves, a u d 
flrmly attaching them, to tbe frame- 
work of tbe roof. As for light, this 
generally enters through the door, wiu- 
aows being rarely made In these huts. 
This primitive form of structure ui ay 
sometimes be varied by the use of 
boards for the ouler walls, aud, iu t he 
outskirts of large towns and C'ties.eveu 
by tilep for tbe rooling. Where plas-lw 
is used for the walls, a network of poles 
aud forked braucbes is flrst laid ou the 
ground; this is then filled iu with 
masses of moisteued ' clayey earth,

the Cubau peasauts and their families 
tall ready victims tu cousumplimi 
rheuin, anaemia aud malaria. To the 
observant foreigner, as he travels in his 
luxuiious Pullman car, aud is trans- 
ported at express speed over the new 
Cuban Central Kail way, from Havana 
to Santiago, a distance of 542 miles iu 
twenty-live hours—or a day aud a 
night—it excites the utmost amaze- 
ment that, with Cuba free aud open to 
the influence of modern civilization 
the Cubau peasant, the very backbone 
of her industry and prosperity .still lives 
iu a wretched but and amid conditions 
comparable only to those of the savage 
of darkest Africa. 


What, then, are the reforms pro- 


posed to lift him out of his present 
hopeless degradation? 
Dr. Alfonso 


suggests getting rid of these palm huts, 
striking at the root of the evil and 
substituting for them good American

course, tbe original coat of building 
such homes is very much greater thau 
puttiug up palm-thatched huts, tbe ex- 
pense of constructing the former be- 
ing from $500 to 1700 a cottage, whereas 
eacbof tbe latter doee notcost over $200 
On tbe other baud, American farm- 
houses would becbeaper iuthe lougruu 
as requiring far less outlay to keep in 
repair. Tbe objection may, however 
be raised that the poverty-stricken 
Cuban peasant simply caunot aflord to 
pay two or tbree times as much as 
formerly for the coustruction of his 
home. This Is not an insuperable ob- 
stacle as the peasant is rarely, if ever, 
the owner of the property ou which his 
dwelling is built; and that bis land- 
lord, usually tbe admiuistratoror man- 
ager of a large sugar or tobacco estate, 
would probably willingly incur the 
additional expeijse as soon as be real- 
ized that it would enhance tenfold tbe 
value of bis tenant's laud, and render 
the peasant himself a far more efficient 
laborer. Be that as it may, the reform

A strong forked branch, at- 
tached to the roof suffices for lifting up 
the 
door, 
which 
is left open lu 


the daytime and closed at night. The 
hearth and chimney of tbe kitchen Is 
built in tbe centre of the room used for 
that purpose. Four truuks of a tree 
called yaya serve as tbe corner posts, 
and rise to tbe height of about three 
feet above the floor; they are bouud to- 
gether with .palm boards, aud the in- 
side Is lined with moist, flrinly compact 
earth, while ou the top rests au im- 
provised stove made of the metal parts 
of worn out Cubau ploughs, pieces of 
machetes and various irou obiects. 


Tne furniture of Cuban rural dwell- 


ings Is of the simplest kind possible. The 
bed or catre, placed against the wall, iu 
a corner of the sleeping room, is uotbiug 
j more thau a sawhorse, with coarse cau- 


vas stretched across it; close by there is 
some kind of rude heavy cheat or trunk, 
iu which clean liueus aud best clothes 
are kept. Here and there are rough 
tabourets or low straight-backed chairs 
°f cedar with seats of sheepskin or lealli- 
er; in rare instances a mirror may be 
seen. On the walls there are always 
clean pictures of saiuts, with wreaths

Bad as tbe condition of the Cubiti 


peasant is, that of bis brother, the tene- 
ment dweller of Havana, may be re- 
garded as even worse.

adjoining or above stables. To which- 
ever class the tenements may belong, 
they are all utilized with the idea of 
hoarding within them as many human 
beings as can be possibly, crowded iu. 
Tho tenement district, ironically called 
a ciudadela or little city, is a block 
which, from the street, presents a fairly 
good appearance. The visitor passes 
through a main portal Into a narrow

In the second class of tenements, that 


is, former mansions of the wealthy, the 
originally large aud spacious chambers 
are divided aud subdivided into rooms 
by meaub of boards aud screens, where 
a host of families live. 
With no proper 


sanitary or plumbing arrangements, 
one may imagine what the results are, 
as regards morality aud health. 


Tbe third class of tenements is also 


exceedingly foul, as the dwellers live iu 
shanties adjoining stables or iu the up- 
per portion of the stables themselves, 
)r In rows of houses built around mar- 
ket enclosure, from which foul air aud 
odors are constantly risiug. 


Tbe foregoing description suffices to 


show the deadly dangers lurking in the 
:enemeut districts of Havana, where 87,- 
000 persons, or one-third of tbe entire 
populatiou of the Cubau capital, live, 
work and die. Dr. Tamayo points out 
that the drainage is so imperfect that 
one may safely assert tbat.owing to the 
excrements accumulated in 2839 tene- 
ment houses and blocks, almost the 
entire substratum of the territory cover- 
ed by the 'jlty of Havana is^a vast mass 
of disease germs and microbes.

hollowed out to form a wash basin,

1 lie walli retain dampness, a danger- 
ous defect In a cllmite'where the nights 
•re tlway, cool.

"undent protection against the ele- 


, especially during the rmluy sum- 


tremely meagre supply. Thus, washing 
and bathing become rare luxuries in a 
climate where the uatural tendency to 
per.spire freely render both indeHpens- 
able for health. A frightful mortality- 
prevails among these tenement dwell- 
ers. The unkempt, bloodless children 
live on terms of perfect familiarity with 
every kind of domestic animals, and 
together play and roll ou a soil reeking 
with every bort of fllth. In theee abodes 
of wretchedness over three thousand 
people die yearly of consumption. More 
thiui twenty-seven thousand auuually 
fall victims to anaemln aud kludred dis- 
eases due to insufficient food aud nour- 
ishment. With physical degeneration 
there follows moral degeneration, aud 
the explanation of the recent startling 
epidemic of moustrous aud uuuameable 
crimes iu Havana may be largely found 
in'tbose schools of vice, her tenement 
district*. 


Huch being the conditions, radical re- 


forms are imperative. Great and pop- 
ulous communities In Cuba, like Ha- 
vaua,oiigbt to have a well paid,res|K>u- 
slble, expert "permanent commleslon" 
charged with the sole duiy of inspecting 
all tenements aud unsanitary rooms, 
whose duty It should be further to hear 
testimony from all source*, and make 
such recommodatlotiB •> they deem 
necessary to remedy existing abuses.
